He was a 
flMmber of the governing board of tbc 
Kalckerbockar Athletic club. 

Molifaeux said he did not approve of 
C6mdeb's management of the baths or 
of the gymnasium, and he made a for- 
i^lU complaint "Did you speak to 
Oohiliai about your fsellngs?" asked 
Mr. Black.

Doakhobors Are Starving and Oover»- 
ment OfndaUCwnnot Assist Them. 

Yorktown, N. W. T., Oct. 31.— Col- 
onization Agent Speers made the fol- 
lowing statement concerning the 
Doukhobor situation: "I think it is 
beyond power or reason to parley with 
the Doukhobors any longer. Exhaus- 
tion, hunger and aleeplessness has 
tendered their eondltlen such that 
they can no longer be reasoned with. 
I have worked night and day with the 
niisriiided people and must confess 
deleat so far as inducing them to re> 
turn to their homes Is concerned. One 
tblng is cfrtain, the Doukhobors must 
b# taltMf care of. It Iv fftrpesslble to 
predict the outcome. It Eo«ms to rie 
that force bow is necessary. If dis- 
aster Is to be prevented the frenzied 
Russians must at once bo induced (o 
abandon their mad march. I can aug- 
gest no method to bring this about." 

Two of thp wcnun are now hope- 
less lunatics. The men sleep in dltcfi- 
ea and on railway tracks and trains 
had to mn with care in the district 
where the Doukhobora are on the 
march.

Lafayette, Ind., Oct. SI.— Daniel 

Neal anil Stanley Bufora were in- 
stantly killed and William Kousch 
waa fatally injured by a Big Four 
freight train while asleep beside the 
track near here. They were runaway 
boys from Watstka. Ills. They had 
tired of schcxil and left their homes 
three days ago. They were weary and 
fell asleep while sitting on the track. 
The members of the train crew after 
the train stopped found the mangleo 
bodies between the rails. Ibe bead 
of one boy was completely severed. 

President Takes a Trip. 
Washington, Oct. 31. — President 
Roosevelt, accompanied by Secretary 
Root, Secretary Cortelyou and aiir- 
geon General P. N. Rixey of the navy, 
left here en a special train over the 
Southern railway ftr Manassas, Va. 
It Is the lie&ire of the prtsident In tak- 
ing the trip to get a day or two of re 
etaatton. It ia said that bis purpose 
la to spend some time Saturday and 
Sunday in looking over some of the 
Virginia battlefields In the vicinity fft 
Manassas. The "outing." as it was 
described at the White Honae, wfU 
be "Just aweb a little Journey as any 
American citizen might take" for re- 
lief from hiiPlniKS cares. The i)arty 
Officially will be limited to those men- 
tioned, with the addition ot a steno- 
grapher, two or three secret service 
officers and some servanrs. It was the 
intention of the president and his par 
ty to make their headQuarters on the 
special train. 

Return From Philippines. 
Sen Francisco, Oct. 31.— The trans- 
port Sheridan arrived here 25 days 

from Manilla via Nagasaki. She has 
on l)oard l.OU soldiers including six 
troops of the Ninth cavalry, consist- 
ing of 620 men, 285 casuals, 134 sick, 
8 prisoners and 5 inraae man. She 
also brought the bodies of 17 dead 
soldiers Tkere are 95 cabin passen- 
gers, including a number of officers 
returning to their homea. The trans- 
port Sumner with General Chaffee on 
l>oard left' Nagasaki four days ahead 
of the Sheridan, but on account of 
stopping at Honolulu, is not expected 
to arrive here until next week.

Scranton, I'a., Oct. ni.— The anthra- 
cite strike commission baa officially 
decided that if any change is made la 
the rate of wages of the men, it shall 
date from Nov. 1. This announcement 
was nia(l<' iiy the commission through 
Kecorder Wright in the following 
brief statement: "Voted unanimously 
that if the commission at the oondu- 
slon of Its hearings and deliberations, 
make any award affecting existing 
rates of wages, such award shall take 
effect from Nov. 1. 1902." 

The recorder ot the commission 
stated that this resolution wss adopt- 
ed by the commission because it waa 
felt important to make its investiga- 
tions deliberately, and that it might 
be well in order to relieve from prea> 
sure from any source which might 
cause undue haste, to !nf<'rin tlie op- 
erators and the niineis that should 
the investigation and the delibera- 
tions following It warrant any change 
whatever, either In the way of In- 
cn ;isc or redrction of waRcs. stich 
cliauLo should Ije trom a certain date 
thus enaliling all parties to facilitate 
their calculations. The action of tbe 
commission In taking this step at this 
time v.iil save the ctunniissloners a 
lot of time. It is liuown that each 
side to the controvi'r.-jy would take a 
determined stand on the question ot 
when the new rate of wages, if one la 
made, shall go into effect. The oper- 
ators in their oripinal proiM)Rition to 
President Roosevelt wanted the com- 
mission to fix the date. The miners 
wanted the prospective new rate to be 
retroactive and go Into offoct on the 
day when the miners return to work, 
which was on Oct. 23. 

The commisalon's party drove to 
tbo Manville mine. After donning 

suitable clothing the party proceeded 
Undergroimd. Accompanying the com- 
missioners were Assistant Recorders 
Mosely and Neill, General Superin- 
tendent Rose of the Delaware and 
Hudson and General Superintendent 
Philips of the Delaware. Lackawanna 
and Western, which companies oper- 
ate tbe Manville colliery on alternate 
months, district president Nlcholls of 
the United Mine Workers.
